CHICAGO MOVIE CENSORSHIP. 

Censorship, by its very nature, is likely to be 
stupid and blundering.? A wise censor could not 
help making mistakes, because he necessarily suf- 
fers from human limitations—limitations that man- 
ifest themselves in the form of imperfect under- 
standing, imperfect sympathy, and imperfect 
vision.

ORD RODNEY, captain’ of the 
Scots Greys, and who has been 
serving since the beginning of the 
war at the front in France, is 

about to marry Miss Marjorie Lowther, 

the younger of the two daughters of the 

Hon. Lancelot Lowther, who Is the only 

brother and next heir of the childless 

Earl of Lonsdale. 

Lord Rodney enfoys one of the very 

few remaining hereditary perpetual pen- 

sions. It amounts to $10,000 a year, 
which is paid to him by the national 
treasury for the services rendered by 
his ancestor, the famous Admiral Sir 

George Rodney, who has justly been de- 

scribed as the greatest commander in, 

England's naval history, with the excep- 

tion of Nelson and Blake. His principal 

victory was that over the French in the 

West Indies, which resulted in the peace 

of Versailles. 


> 

The Rodneys, whose family motto Is 
particularly appropriate, since it is to 
the effect that “eagles do not bring 
forth doves,“ have been noted, time out 
of mind, for their irritability and for the 
inequality of thelr tempers. Thus the 
great admiral rendered himself so hated 
by his officers that at the naval battle 
with De Guichen, in April, 1780, the 
captains of half a dozen ships of his 
sommand refused to follow him into 
action, thus robbing him of what would 
otherwise have been a crushing victory 
over the enemy, and placing on record 
one of the most disgraceful incidents in 
the naval annals of England. 
The late Lord Rodney had evidently 
inherited some of this peculiarity from 
his famous ancestor, for his first wif 
mother of the present peer, a sister of 
the present Lord Wimborne and of 
Lionel and Frederick Guest, obtained a 
divorce from him in 1902, showing, 
among other charges, that he had been 
guilty of beating her” and of “ kick- 
ing her out of bed.” He was denounced 
from the bench as “a very bad tem- 
pered man.“ : 

With the royal family he was in the 
blackest of black books, not only on 
account of his ill treatment of Lady 
Rodney—a favorite at court—but also 
because of his vigorous protest against 
the granting of the colonelcy of the 
regiment of the First Life guards by 
Queen Victoria to the late Prince Henry 
of Battenberg. 


~- 

Prince Henry had held a commission 
in the Garde du Corps at Berlin, which 
is the Prussian counterpart of the Eng- 
lish Life and Horse guard, and Queen 
Victoria was very anxious that her fa- 
vorite son-in-law, the one who made his 
home with her, should hold the com- 
mand of the regiment that was more 
particularly Intrusted with her protec- 
tion. While the authorities were per- 
fectly ready to comply with the late 
queen’s wishes. in the matter, some of 
the officers of the regiment, led by the 
late Lord Rodney, who was a captain 
thereof, were so vigorous in their 
open denunciation of the plan and in 
their opposition to the prince’s com- 
mand of the corps, or even to his holding 
a commission therein, that Prince Henry 
himself, realizing .that he was unwel- 
come, begged his royal mother-in-law to 
abandon her intention and to let him 
have an unattached colonelcy instead: 
that is to say, mere army rank, without 
any command. The prince's subsequent 
death on the west coast of Africa dur- 
ing the Ashanti campaign served to 
embitter still further the royal family 
against the late Lord Rodney. 

The peer left everything he could to 
his second wife, because all his four 
sons by his first marriage sided with 
their mother. Consequently the present 
peer ig dependent upon the hereditary

The family of Rodney is a very ancient 
one, and in the time of Empress Maud 
Walter de Rodney is shown by contem- 
porary records still in existence to have 
received a grant of land in Somerset- 
shire, named after him Rodney Stoke, 
while another ancestor was one of the 
fellow crusaders of King Richard as 
Coeur-de-Lion, and was killed at the 
siege of Acre. 

Most of the perpetual and hereditary 
pensions have been commuted, the late 
Duke of Marlborough baving received a 
lump sum of $500,000 for his, which was 
granted to the first duke ag a national 
reward for his victory of Blenheim, and 
amounted to $20,000 a year. 

Among those still in existence is that 
of $25,000 a year to the Earl of Nelson 
and to all and every one of the heirs 
male of the great admiral’s brother, to 
whom the title of Earl Nelson shall de- 
scend.

Every American boy who has ever 
read Charles Kingsley's popular novel 
entitled “ Westward Ho!” will recall 
the important role in that book of Lundy 
Island, which, after being in the-market 
for several years, has now been pur- 
chased by Augustus Langham Christie 
of Tapley Park, one of the largest land 
owners and county magnates of Devon-

The venders of Lundy Island are the 
heirs of the Heaven family, which ac- 
quired it in 1834 for a sum of $45,000, 
after which time it was popularly known 
as the Kingdom of Heaven.“ Situated 
in the Bristol channel, about three miles 
long, with an average width of about 
a mile, it was for three centuries the 
stronghold of the house of Marisco, the 
most famous of whom was William de 
Marisco, who waged war against Henry 
III., being subsequently hanged, drawn, 
and quartered, which did not prevent, 
however, Lundy Island from continuing 
to be a stronghold of pirates and vut- 
laws, who under the command of one 
or another of the Mariscos were wont 
to levy mail on all shipping 
through the Irish channel or up to 
Bristol. . ‘ 

There is only one landing place—name- 
ly: a small cove at the southern ex- 
tremity of the island, which is of gran- 
ite and has been the scene of more ter- 
rible wrecks than any other point along 
the English coast. Indeed about ten 
years ago one of England’s newest and 
most costly battleships came to total 
grief on the island in a dense fog on 
what is known as the Shutter reef. 
The island affords splendid grazing for

L. S. Bulletin Preparedness. — 
ACH year now some one with in- 
terests absolutely outside the food 
world gets some credit by being 
proclaimed the Christopher Col- 
umbus of some of the newer foods when 
really what has happened to him is 
that his eyes have been opened. The 
most ridiculous claims have been put 
forth by some of these self-advertised 
discoverers. 
The following is the list of foods that 
some good exploiter of himself. may 
make a show of discovering this winter: 
Soy or togo beans, dasheen, Chinese 
cabbage, vegetable pear, and posribly 
the alligator pear (avocado), Swiss 
chard, and even English marrow. a 
By consulting the document rooms of 
the public Übraries one may get first 
‘aid on these subjects, since the farmers’ 
bulletins of the U. S. department of 
agriculture as well as circulars and bul- 


+ leting of all the state and Canadian ex- 


periment stations are received and ex- 
ploited by them far more than. former- 
ly. In general much later records of 
discoveries and uses of foods will be 
found in circulars and bulletins than 
in any books. The new books on foods 
are now mostly hack work, ang often 
poor at that, or rewrites of the facts 
in these bulletins. 

To see these at a library saves send- 
ing to the government, but the latter 
sends out a monthly list of its publi- 
cations and the superintendent of docu- 
ments at any time will send free the 
total Ust. There have been exceptional 
demands for some of the bulletins this 
summer and the supply has given out. 
Unfortunately, in some cases, substitutes 
which were not at all equivalent were 
sent to applicants—unfortunate, because 
these bulletins are not of equal worth.
